The President could have had 
anyone he liked on the ticket with 
him, including a woman or Har­ 
old E. Stassen, if he’d given the 
word. Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
in the same position 20 years ago 
on his renomination for a second 
term. The elements which support­ 
ed him unanimously were as dif­ 
ferent as the shape of snow flakes, 
but as one in their devotion to a 
winner. 
Mr. Roosevelt moved on in his 
second term to re shape the Dem­ 
ocratic party in form resented or 
hated by the conservatives who 
called themselves Democrats 
Mr.
